Did you receive an anguished call for help from your 
friend or neighbor s wife asking for help to get him 
from under a machine or to rescue him from a ma­ 
chine holding him trapped in its gear? 
The above is not a nice picture to contemplate, 
but it does happen, and when it does it brings a 
shocked realization that it can happen to many who 
had the idea that it ‘‘can't happen to me. 
Because of the type of operation on the farm, 
where one man works alone, farm 
workers are

tory, if something goes wrong,

times help the victim and administer first aid. On 
the farm, seldom is help immediately available.

Texas farmers are depending 
on late July rains to “ put them 
over the top” this crop year. It 
is a gamble — and an important 
one. 


Only a very few areas lacked 
enough moisture to start their 
plantings earlier this spring. The 
first few days in July saw much 
of the row crops hitting their 
peak 
stride from 
these 
initial 
rains. Now, more rain is a vital 
necessity — particularly in the 
western portion of the state. 


Many crops that thrived from 
heavy downpours of April and 
May developed r o o t 
systems 
close to the surface of the ground. 
Although sub soil moisture is ade­ 
quate, these shallow roots are 
not reaching it and crops in West 
Texas are beginning to wilt rn 
some sections. 


Hot weather has been ideal for 
harvesting wheat and corn, bal­ 
ing 
hay a n d 
cultivating 
row 
crops. 
But cotton remains the 
question mark in the low rolling 
plains, parts of East Texas and 
larger areas in the West. 
Most farmers are counting hca 
vily on a good cotton crop a1- j 
ready heavily reduced from the! 
10 -ye ar average by acreage a1 
lotments. Cotton in cultivation on 
Ju ly I was estimated at 6,250,000 
acres. This amount is one-eighth 
smaller than the 7,065,000 acres 
at the same time last year and 
was in 1925 when 18,443,000 acres 
a c r e s 
averaged 
f r o m 
1946 
through 1955. 
This puts the Texas cotton crop 
acreage at the lowest amount in 
62 years. 
The record year for plantings 
was in 1925 when 18,443,000 acres 


were standing on July I, And as 
recently as 1951, acreage was 
double the estimate for 1957. 
A 
vast 
number of 
acres in 
South and Central Texas is late. 
Repeated plantings were neces­ 
sary because of washouts. But 
cotton’s future is promising this 
year — provided those July rains 
materialize.

Of Reservists

draft regulations which will defer 
additional thousands of Armed 
Forces reservists. 


Previously, thousands of mem­ 
bers of units of the Ready Re­ 
serve of the reserve components 
of the Armed Forces were not 
eligible for draft deferment des­ 
pite their reserve activity. 


Authority received by the state 
director of Selective Service is 
copy of an executive order signed 
by the President. This authority 
already has been passed on to 
t h e 
local 
b o a r d s , Colonel 
Schwartz said. 


The state draft director warn­ 
ed draft registraats that it is 
their individual responsibility to 
see that their local boards arc 
advised when they are members 
of units of the Ready Reserve of 
a reserve component. 
The individual reservist, if li­ 
able under the draft law, will 
receive an order to report for 
induction if his membership in 
the reserve unit is not reported.
